Witnesses also testified that others in 
the church had also exclaimed that it was 
Perkins’s place, the fire being visible from 
the church windows. It was also shown 
that Stoy was very drunk. It was shown 
that the frequency of fires had made 't 
a matter of talk among people in the com- 
munity, and that various more or less 
prominent citizens had made during the 
day prior to the fire such jocular remarks 
as ‘‘I will meet you at the fire tonight,”’ 
and so far as compromising speeches were 
concerned, were just as open to suspicion 
as Stoy. In spit of all this, however, 
Justice Vaughan bound Stoy over to the 
superior court under a thousand dollar 
bond, which was furnished by friends of 
the prisoner. 

The fact that Stoyv was known to have

Everything seems to have been 
harmonious, and February 17th was se- 
lected as the date for tthe district con- 
venttion. at which time delegates will 
be selected for the national convention 
at Philadelphia.

The financial show- 
ing of the church was excellent, every 
obligation to December 3ist having: been 
fully paid, with about $10 remaining in 
the treasury. 

Summerville To Have Election. 

There is quite a stir in the little village 
of Summerville on the sand hills above 
Augusta. Now that the village is putting 
in electric lights and waterworks, it has 
developed political factions and for the 
first time in its history is about-to have 
a sharply contested election. Five com- 
missioners are charged with the superin- 
tendenca and direction of public affairs 
in the village, these five, when elected, 
selecting one from their number who 
Known as intendent or mayor of the vil- 
lage. Heretofore jit has always been the 
problem ‘to get Men in- the village to serve 
as commissioners, and’ such a thing 
a contest for the position was unknown. 
Probably there have never been as many 
as fifty votes cast in the Village at any 
election, butt at the election which is to 
come off. on next Saturday there is 
promise of a very active and exciting con- 
test. There are two tickets in the field, 
and 409 voters have been registered for 
the election. The present incumbents 
who are seeking re-election are Messrs. 
E. F.: Verdery, W. H. Harrison, Jr., F. 
H. Miller. Jr.. T. 3. Hickman and Jo- 
seph Ganahl, Jr. The opposition ticket 
is composed of Messrs. Gordon Gairdner, 
C. E.. Descombes, W. E. Mikell, H. P. 
Burum and J. W. Chafee. Both sides 
are actively at work, and it is charged 
that there will be vigorous manipulation 
of the negro vote. This is the first 
time such a thing has ever been known 
in the village, and everybody js greatly 
stirred Up over the approaching election. 


Augusta Has a Depot Squabble. 


The pelfition of ‘the Seaboard Air-Line 
railroad before the city. council for the 
use of certain streets in Augusta and the 
petition of the other railroads already 
here for the use of Walker street in 
huilding a new union passenger. depot 
have developed something of a.conflict, 
and the city councH has set apart 
Wednesday, January 10th, for a speciai 
méeting in which all Members of the 
council are to be present in the capacity 
of 'the committee of the whole, and hear 
all parties interested. The point of fric- 
tion is ‘tthe Harrison block, which was 
purchased several munths ago by par- 
ties friendly to Seaboard Air-Line and 
which, it is claimed, will be used by that 
railroad for depot purposes. This block 
lies just across Walker street from the 
present union depot site. The railroads 
now centering in Augusta ask the privi- 
lege of extending the new passenger de- 
pot across Walker street and condemning 
so much of the Harrison block as will 
be necessary to open a new street. The 
Seaboard Air-Line contends that this pe- 
tition is a scheme of its rival, the South- 
ern railway, to shut it owt of the block 
which it has purchased for depot pur- 
poses,' and thus to interfere with the 
coming of the Seaboard to Augusta, The 
contentions are giving rise to considerable 
discussion in the community and the 
meeting of council next week is looked 
forward to with great interest.

As we warned our readers yesterday, 
the New York firm whith has been 
engaged in bulling the cotton market 
has suddenly become one of the mos: 
desperate bears to be found in all the 
country. Not only this, the firm has 
done its best to create a panic in the 
cotton market by sendine a flood of 
Wild telegrams all south to 
the newspapers, the exchanges and the 
bucket shops. 
this firm sent out more than 2.000 te}- 
egrams having for their purpose’ the 
destruction of cotton values, and ves- 
terday it sent out others intended to 
have an influence on prices, 

It is, of course, perfectly well known 
today that this desperate raid on the 
part'of a speculative concern which 
has been making a great pretense. of 
knowing the crop conditions js a pure- 
ly selfish one. They are ready to 
wreck the market and cause immense 
losses if they can only put money in 
their own pockets, 

The whole scheme has been more 

Carefully planned than any of Neill’s 
Suesses. “Neill simply swears the 
horse is seventeen hands high and 
sticks to it. The firm of speé¢ulators 
who tried hard to engineer the wreck 
of the market have been for months 
endeavoring to gain the confidence of 
the southern people by their comments 
on Neill’s guesses and his general 
attitude as aid-de-camp and chief bot- 
tle-washer for European buyers.

Montgomery, Ala., January 4.—(Special.)

Once a Hostess in White House. 


One of the most interesting characters 
of the many in the Louisa home in 
Washingtonis Mrs, Letitia Tyler Semple, 
who once was ane'‘of the hostesses of 
the white house, and a renowned belle 
and\ beauty of Virginia. She was the 
second daughter of President John Tyler, 
ua though now over eighty years. of 

she still recalls the days when she 
at her father’s home such distin« 
rane men as Webster, Clay and Cal- 

In a recent published interview with 
the still charming old lady she is quoted 
as saying: 

‘At the time of our coming to Wash- 
ington My mother’s health was too poor 
to admit of her taking active charge of 
the duties naturally devolving upon the 
wife of the president. My elder sister 
and myself had our newly made homes 


in Virginia to supervise and my youngest 


sister was only 
common consent, 
Robert, 


a child. Therefore, by 
the wife ofo ur brether. 
became mistress of the -white 
house so far as ithe pwublie side of the 
life;*there was concerned. However, my 
Other sister and myself were 
good part. of the time. 

‘This arrangement continued until after 
my mother’s death, which occurred in 
the white house. Then my brother 
tablished himself in law practice in Phil- 
adelphia, and his wife wished to make 
her homs there. Meanwhile my husband 
had been appointed a paymaster in 
havy and as that led to his being away 
from home a great part of the time. [ 
came here to ‘take eharge of my father’s 
household and remained. until] 1844. 

‘There were no great .social entertain- 
ments in the white house during my fath- 
er’s term. My mother's ill heakth and 
jJater her death forbade that. For the 
most part we lived openly, hospitably and 
unpretentiously, in fact, just as we had 
been accustomed to do at home in “Vir- 
@inia, 

‘I nemember that it was customary 
during the sessions of congress to ente 
tain guests at dinner in the white ste 
twice .a week. The former of these was 
usually attended by about twenty promi- 
nent public men, the pérsonal and politi- 
cal friends of my father. The second was 
en a somewhat larger scale. It usually 
included members of the diplomatic eorps 
and the number of guests.was generally 
bout’ forty. But these dinners were al- 
Ways very simple affairs and they ended 
ut what would be considered now a ridic- 
ulously early hour. 

‘Then on other evenings it was cus- 
tomary fcr the president's family to be 
informally at home, that it, tto receive 
calls from friends and acquaintances, 
But even on these occasions the visitors 
always departed before 10 o'clock. At 
that hour the white house was closed and 
the family retired.”’ 

Although Mrs. Semple is nearly eighity 
Vears old she takes an active interest in 
all current affairs. -She receives many 
invitations from people in publie life in 
Washington, and although she is, of 
course, unable to accept any of th« se, she 
is very pleased to have them as a proof 
cep she is not forgotten by those who 

are in and of the world in which she was 
Once a leader.

Seven hundred applicants for admission 
into the public schools of Atlanta have 
been refused seats because of the lack 


of room. 

The number,is increasing every day and 
it is not improbable that before the end 
of the present month the number will 
reach 800. ‘This condition is known to 
Superintendent Slaton and the members 
of the board of education and they will 
ask council for an increased appropriation 
with which’to erect new schoolhouses, or 
an appeal may be made to council for a 
special appropriation within the next few 
weeks, : 

When the schools opened last September 
there were 400 children who fafled to 
find seats in tJie schools and the members 
of the board of education then endeavored 
to have a special appropriation for the 
additional schoolrooms, but 
failed to obtain it. The number of appli- 
cants has steadily increased and during 
the past few days a large number of tick- 
ets of admiission have been issued by 
Miss Hearn, the superintendent's clerk. 

The parents of the children apply for 
these tickets and they are issued, but 
the parents are informed that there is 
no room in the schools. As soon, however, 
as more room has been supplied the 
holders of these tockets will be the first 
to have seats. 

It is impossible for M: ijor Slaton to tell 
exactly how many tickets have been is- 
sued ‘to those who failed to find Seats, 
as some of them have succeeded in en- 
tering classes in neighboring schools. but 
he knows that the number is more than 
700 and he is also aware that tic ats are 
being issued daily. 

It is in the primary grades 
are no seats. Every desk in all 
second grades have been taken and the 
majority of applicants desire entering 
these classes. Nearly all seats in the 
remainder of the primary grades have 
been taken and in of the grammar 
classes there is no room. 

Major Slaton is forced to spend about 
half his time while in his office explaining 
this crowded condition of the schools to 
those who have failed to find seats for 
their children. It is probable that the 
board will take action at once as the con- 
dition is growing nrore daily. «
